The legal voters in the Town Meeting of the Town of West Rutland, 
Vt., are hereby warned to meet in the Town Hall, on Tuesday, the 6th day 
of March, A, D., 1934, at nine o'clock A* M., to act on the following 
matters, to wit; 

1- To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to appoint one 
or two Road Commissioners. 

2. To choose all necessary town officers required by law. 

3. To see if the Town will vote a tax of five cents on the dollar 
for library expenses, 

4. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate twenty per cent of 
the highway fund for sidewalks. 

5. To see if the Town will vote, as required by lavr, to pay all taxes 
direct to the Town Treasurer. 

6. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a sum of money in 
addition to the amount now required by law, to take advantage of the 
State Aid Law, and if so, how much? 

7. To see if tho Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to bor- 
row money for the temporary use of the Town. 

8. To see if the Town will vote to raise money to pay current ex- 
penses of the public schools, and if so, how much? 

9. To see if the Town will vote to raise money to pay current ex- 
penses and indebtedness of the Town. 

10. To see if the Town will vote to exempt from taxes for a period 
of ten years all and any new workshops, factories and mills in the same 
whose construction will begin A, D. 1934, and will employ 25 or more per- 
sons who are taxpayers in West Rutland. 

11. To see if the Town will vote to defray cost of surety bonds, 
where bonds are required, by law, 

12. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the selectmen to sprinkle 
the streets with some dust-laying preparation this coming summer, 

13. To see if the Town will vote to exempt from taxation for a 
period of five years, all buildings erected during the year A. D. 1934, 
used and occupied exclusively as a home and appraised by the Listers in 
the Grand List, exclusive of land, not more than five thousand dollars and 
not less than eight hundred dollars. 

14. To see if tho Town will vote to appropriate the sum of fifty 
dollars for the payment of expenses for the proper observance of Memorial 
Day. 

15. Will the Town vote to collect taxes on real and personal prop- 
erty in installments as provided by Wo. 21 of the Acts of 1933. 

(a) Shall the installments be paid on July 5, September 1, 
November 1, and January 1, or on some of these dates according 
to law? 

(b) Shall tho discounts on payments be 4% for that install- 
ment of tax paid July 5} 3% for that installment paid September 
1; 2% for that installment paid November 1; and 1% for that In- 
stallment paid January 1? 

16. Shall interest be charged at a rate not to exceed 1% per month 
or fraction thereof from the due date of the installment? 

17. Shall Poll and Flood Taxes be paid on July 5, with a discount 
of 4% on Poll Taxes if paid on that date?
